FIGRT 1IN (LUARFIELD
COUNTY.

Al Glen Hope, this counly, on last
Saturday evening, a desperate fight
oceurrad, in which a man named
ward Maryfield, was shot four times,
the report of which we have received
from an eye witness, amd give it as it
was rendered to us:

On last Bunday, two weeks ago, Mr.
Maryfield, who iz in the employ of
Rusrg Fleck, l:'ati. in the logging guai-
ness on Clearfield croek, drove into
Glen Hope and hitched his horse in
the stable of Mr. Charles B. Melus,
who keeps the hotel at that place.
Some time during the day the horse
was turned loose by some one and the
straps belonging to the bridle, taken.
Mr. Maryfield, after recovering his
horse, rode td"the hotel and charged
Mr. Melus, or his boys, with havin
had something to do with it. Hig
words ensued, but the constable, be-
ing prosent, further trouble, for the
time being, was chocked. Mr. Mary-
field then rode away, intimatiog that
he wounld attend to the maiter at some
future time. Nothing more was known
of the affair vutil last Saturday, the
12th inst,, when, as Mr. Melus was
wheeling a barrow load of ice up to
the main street, he was hailed by Mr.
Maryfield, who approached him from
the oppesite side. As he came towards
him Mr. Melus lowered his barrow
avd took a sest on one of the handles,
Mr. Maryfield asked him if be thought
he wus able to fight him. Mr. Melus,
who had been ailing o long time, re-
Lrliml that re was not able to fight o

oy. Mr. Maryfield then steuek him
ou the cheek and canght and pulled
him from the sidewalk., Mrs. Melos,

secing the disturbance, rushed to the
spot and seized Maryfield, who turned
uid struck her. Melus then drew a
revolyer and shot Maryfield, who then
turned upon Melus and threw bim
down and while in that position the
wife took an ax which Melus' litile
boy was carrying, and which had been
used in getting out the ice and siruck
Maryfield on the back with it two or
three times, which had the effect of
attrocting him from her hosband and
ngain attackiog her,und taking the ax
from her, with which be agaio made
at the husbaud, raised bigh in the
air. The husbsnd then fired Lwice,
one of the shots tuking effect in the
sido and the other in the wrist of Mary-
field. This cavsed Marvfield to low-
or the ax and stop the dreadful work.
Maryfield was shot through the cheek,
through the wrist and in the shoulder
during the rencontre, some kay four
times. A warrant was issued for
Melus and wife, for assault with in-
tent to=kill, but was afterwards with-
drawn so fur as the wile was concern-
«<d. ’Squire Patchen heard the case,
and seut Melus to Clearfield town,
where he was released on five hundred

dollars bail. Dr. G. W. Caldwell
dressed the wounds of Maryfield, who
it iz belived will recover. Mrs. Melus

has sued out & warrast for Maryfield
on the same charge, and it is said
M;:Iu! will do the same.—Owecola Re-
ville.

—The storm which passed over
Tidioute this (Thursday) morning did
considerable damuge to oil wells in
this eection. The storm was short bhut
very severe, und it left its mark in
seveiral places.

A fiash of lightning al about nine
o'clock secmis to have been the prinei-
al disturber of affairs, It struck the
ilson well, knocking down Jerry
Zink and his little daughter who were
standing vear; and almost simulta-
neoualy a wooden tank of the Tidioute
0il Pipe Co. near the mouth of Gor-
don run was ablaze,

1n close proximity stood two other
wooden tanks, the thrge containing
1,223 barrels of oii. Before the fire
had [iot headway, six hwodred: barrels
of oil were run from the tauks, thus |
saviog il, and averting a much larger
conflagration. Two of the tanks were
covered with a wooden building and
this was soon in flames.

As the fire reached the Lanks the
burning oil ran down the hill and
threatened the dump tank of Fisher
Bros, .and the muachine shops and
houses on the run, Close by the burn-
ing tank were three bouses; two of
which were inhabited, the third being
empty, These were in great danger
of burning, and were goon cleanod of |
their contents. The one located near- |
est the tank soon caught fire, The |

suved by pulling down the one be-
tween it and the fire. The burning oil
ran ncross the road asnd down upun
the flats setting fire to a small store
house, belonging to the cempany.
Here the force of the oil spent itself,
and the fire in this direstion was stop-
ped. A small tank standing near the
others but contuining no oil cavght
fire but did not burn down, The
heavy rain which fell during the con-
ﬂa%mtiun did much to keep the fire
within bounds.

The loss by this fire was 600 bgrrels
of oil besides the houses, damage Lo
furniture &e., on which there was no
insurance, amounting in all to about
281600, — Tidioute Journal,
